If Santa Ana College is in- 
dicative of the rest of the 
state, California will have a 
new governor Wednesday. 

Conclusions drawn from a 
campus poll conducted by the 
El Don this week showed Ron- 
ald Reagan with 64 per cent 
of the vote, followed by Gov- 
ernor Edmund Brown with 20 
per cent of the poll, and those 
undecided cast a 16 per cent 
vote. 

Six members of the staff in- 
terviewed 2.5 per cent of the 
entire student body before the 
results were computed yester- 
day. 

_SIMILAR POLL 

‘Ayaz Yusuf, political science 
instructor, conducted a simi- 
lar poll in his classes this 
week. “The classes were two 
to one in favor of Reagan, but 
this is atypical of the state,” 
the instructor stated. 

“Similar polls were run in 
other classes and they all had 
the same result,’? Yusuf con- 
tinued. 

“In one of Mr. Layport’s 
classes,’’ the instructor con- 
tinued, “Brown_ received 
eight votes to Reagan’s seven. 
This was an Asian history 
class.””

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Education Officials Favor Divorce 
From California Board Jurisdiction

Aiming at “effective leader- 
ship for junior colleges on the 
state level,” California education 
officials have overwhelmingly 
voted in favor of a separate state 
junior college board. 

Members of the California 
Junior College Association 
brought four separate investiga- 
tions into the present system to a 
close with a recent 71-3 decision. 

“At the present, we are under 
the State Board of Education's 
jurisdiction. When they meet, 
their time is divided between ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 

. the junior colleges are only 
a small part on the agenda,” 
Santa Ana College President 
John E. Johnson explained. 

According to Dr. Johnson, the 
greatest weakness with the pres- 
ent system is the !ack of coordi 
nation in presenting junior col- 
lege issues in Sacramento. 

“The proposed system would

give junior colleges a united voice 
in Sacramento by setting up a 
separate group devoting all its 
time and energies to the junior 
colleges,” said Dr. Johnson. 

The same issue came before 
the association two years ago, 
but was voted down. When the 
findings of the four investiga- 
tions were laid out this time, they 
all concurred in pointing out that 
reorganization is desirable. 


The only snag in the present 
recommendation is “the possible 
loss of local control by local 


school boards,” Dr. Johnson 
pointed out, 
Recognizing that possible 


threat, members of the CJCA in- 
dicated at the recent meeting, 
that junior college leaders must 
participate in maintaining tra- 
ditional local control under gen- 
eral policies of a state board. 


The CJCA’s recommendation 
is expected to go before the State 
Legislature in next year’s ses- 
sion. 

According to Dr. Norman Wat- 
son, superintendent of the 
Orange Coast Junicr College 
District,“ the chief problem will 
be the writing. of good legisla- 
tion ... defining clearly the dut- 
ies, responsibilities and fune- 
tions of the state board.”

El Don Editor: 

During my two years at Santa 
Ana, numerous times mention 
was made about student govern- 
ment recommending that a 
change over to the quarter sys- 
tem be adopted. At that time I 
most probably would have op- 
posed the move, for a negative 
reaction is normal to most 
change. 


Having now felt the effects of 
transferring from SAC, with its 
semester system, to a university 
which runs on the quarter system, 
(three quarters during the year 
and a summer session) I would 
definitely favor a change for jun- 
ior colleges. Assuming the quar- 
ter system is to be a part of the 
future of higher education, jun- 
ior colleges and probably, but 
not definitely, high schools must 
adopt this system. 


It would seem that the num- 
ber of junior college students 
transferring to schools with the 
quarter system would definitely 
overshadow that number of Jan- 
uary high school graduates who 
would have to wait until the third 
quarter to enroll at a junior col- 
lege. So the transition from a 
high school to a junior college 
would not be as difficult as that 
from a semesterly JC to a quar- 
terly institution. 


The reason for this is because 
many university courses are of- 
fered on a year sequence (three 
terms) which are equivalent to 
two semesters at Santa Ana. The 
problem arises when a student 
has taken only one semester of a 
class, for instance History 17A 
and not B or Sociology 1 and not 
2. When transferring, if the stu- 
dent must complete the sequence, 
he is forced to either start in the 
second term and duplicate much 
work or start in the third term 
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and possibly miss out on much 

work. Either case is harmful. 
Definitely not all universities 
now have the quarter system, 
but, as I said before, assuming 
they are to, then the junior col- 
leges must move now. Major 
changes of this type take time to 
complete, and if a move is not 
begun soon the junior colleges 
might well find that when the 
change becomes an_ absolute 

necessity they won’t be ready. 
That the Junior College Advi- 
sory Panel to the State Board of 
Higher Education is studying this 
is encouraging, but the students 
should remember they have a 
strong voice in what higher edu- 
cation is doing, for higher educa- 
tion exists solely for them. There- 
fore student government leaders 
at SAC and all junior colleges 
should make their feelings known 
to the state board through the 

numerous channels available.

Mrs. Denbow said she wasn’t 
too worried at first, because she 
got to the meeting early and 
was sure some girls would come 
filing in eventually. 

But when the meeting was 
about to start, and no other girls 
had arrived, she got up and left. 

It took several false starts, she 
said, but Linda Denbow is now 
the only girl’s name on the roll 
call of the club. 

For more than a year and a 
half, Mrs. Denbow was a Marine 
teletype operator at El Toro. 

“The Marines,” she explained, 
“give you the job you do best. IT 
was a telephone operator before 


I joined the service, so they put 
me in communications.” 

Duties of a female Marine are 
the same as for their male coun- 
terparts — with one major ex- 
cepton. Girls are not allowed to 
carry guns. 

However, they are afforded all 
other privileges —- such as get- 
ting up at 6 a.m., formal inspec- 
tions, and marching drills. 

Linda said she also liked the 
male to female ratio. “For every 
50 girls there are about 5,000 
guys.” 

But what would posses a girl 
to join the Marines? In Linda’s 
case it was “travel and adven- 
ture.” 

The travel came in when she 
left her home state of Florida, 
and was stationed in California. 

Adventure goes along with all 
travel, she said. ““Even if you’re 
only going to the library, some- 
thing could happen to you.” 

Mrs. Denbow is still enthus- 
iastic about the military life — 
in addition to being the only fe- 
male Vet Club member, she’s 
married to a Marine Sergeant.

body and the adoption of an 
elected cabinet. :
